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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner believes the prior art references to 
Lazzarotto et al. (Lazzarotto) and Yen et al. (Yen) establish a prima facie case of obviousness. Applicant's arguments do not remove the 
motivation to combine the aforementioned references given in the final office action. Applicant main argument is the primary and 
secondary modules used are unpluggable and have plug-and-play capability while Lazzarotto and Yen do not teach or suggest this. 
Examiner does not agree. 

As pointed out in the final office action, Lazzarotto clearly shows two receiving modules connected to each other via a USB hub (Fig. 6B, 
elements 604 and 605 connected to each other via USB HUB). While Lazzarotto does not expressly disclose elements 604 and 605 
being unpluggable, Yen shows wireless tranceiver modules directly analogous to Lazzarotto being unpluggable and attached to USB 
hubs. The motivation to use this unpluggable design of Yen in Lazzarotto was clearly given in the final office action, e.g., being able to 
adopt a various different wireless protocols. Column 8, lines 60+ of Lazzarotto disclose the desire to communicationg at various 
frequences, certain frequencies requiring different antennas. Clearly there also exists various disparate communication protocols, i.e., 
bluetooth, WiFi, IR, that all require a different antenna. Therefore, the motivation to have unpluggable transceivers is clear. 

Per arguments regarding the reasonablility for success in combining, it is well-known to one of ordinary skill in the art that USB hub 
(which both Yen and Lazzarotto utilize) can accomodates various hot pluggable devices. The USB specification clearly spells out the 
implementation of USB hubs. The Examiner believes one of ordinary skill in the art would have the know-how to implement the USB hub 
in order to have the two transceivers shown in Fig. 6B in a hot-pluggable fashion. Afterall, Yen clearly shows that at least one wireless 
transceiver is hotpluggable to the hub, next to various addition USB hotpluggalbe devices (Fig. 1) 
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
